Two admitted bookmakers 
were fined and sentenced to 
jail in federal District court 
yesterday after they refused to 
testify against the accused 
leader of their bookie ring. 

Judge Bernard M. Decker im¬ 
posed fines of $2,000 each on 
Herbert Marcantonio, 49, of 929; 
S, Bell av., and William Sessa,: 
38, of 3152 N. Melvina av. Each 
was sentenced to 90 days in 
jail. 

The two had pleaded guilty 
to filing to purchase $50 spe¬ 
cial wagering tax stamps and 
j failing to register as bookmak¬ 
ers with the internal revenue 
service. 

Had Appeared Previosul^ 

They appeared before Deck¬ 
er Jan. 22 and indicated they 
might testify against the al¬ 
leged leader of the ring, which 
had operated at Sportsman's 
Park race track until broken 
up by federal agents last year. 

The alleged leader, Donald 
Angelini, 37, of 3035 N. Lock- 
wood av., was found guilty of 
similar charges by Judge Abra¬ 
ham L. Marovitz, despite fail¬ 
ure of the two to testify, and is 
to be sentenced April 2. 

Deny Knowledge of Boss - 

John Cogan, attorney for 
Marcantonio and Sessa, said 
they refused to testify against 
Angelini because they knew 
nothing of his activities. The 
prosecutor, Thomas Regan, in¬ 
sisted they could have given 


testimony which wottfc have 
shown the extent of Angelini's 
operations. 

Thirteen of the 15 bookies 
rounded up at the track by in¬ 
ternal revenue agents have 
been fined or jailed. One has
